WILLIAM LAKELAND DIES IN EAST. 

New York. Februarv William la*k«*|aud. who 

began hi> eonueet ion with tlu* (hot ottglibred turf as 
a jockey and afterwards became prominent as a 
trainer and owner, died yesterday in St. Maty s 
Hospital, in Brooklyn, from the effects of a com- 
plication of diseases, at III** age of bl years. lie 
trained the celebrated Domino for J. R. and I »- 
Keene When that horse made the wouderful reeord 
of winning $17<>.S90 as a two-year-old in 1$.*... a 
record that stands unapproachc'l. 

He first came into real prominence as an «.wn«*i 
and traiiHM* when Exile won the Brooklyn Handicap 
of 1SS9. lie belonged I** the old coterie of eastern 
trainers, including such men as James Rowe. 

Thomas Welsh. John NY. Rogers J. J Hyland. J. 
II McCormick - th.* last-named three «*f whom are 
dead— and others of that |*eri'Hl that were eminently 
successful William Lakeland was one of the best 
horsemen this country lias produced. Two instances 
in his career as trainer arc notable. One was when 
he won a handicap at Brighton Beach, aliout tie- 
third ra«*e. with Exile, and then walked the horse 
across to Miecpslead Bay— both of which were then 
tracks running in opjaisithm — and beat Barnum in 
a cup race at two miles and a quarter. The other 

was a similar double victory achieved a few years 

later, though not <*n the same day. with that high- 
class! but bad tempered and erratic horse. Tea Tray. 
Lakeland won a liaudieflo at Brighton Beach with 

Ten Tra \ on the Saturday, put him on a l*>ai 

shipped him to Long Reach and won the Fourth

actively engaged ill the sport at Gut teiiburg. during 
1 1n* |ieriod when racing flourished at that New 
Jersey track. 1 1 < * amassed a fortune long ago. 
thanks to his skill as a trainer, hut the fascination 
licit racing often holds for teen who have had simi- 
lar success opera t d to keep him identified with tin* 
sport to the end of liis days. Ilis last notable 
success was scored when Electioneer won the Fu 
Unity of D.Hib in liis colors. Il<* engaged in breeding 
the thoroughbred in a modest way in his later years, 
bill without marked success.
